Pilots and Filoiagu. 

To TUB Editoh: — Continuing my re- 
marks of Slst ult., 1 now wish to point 
out the absurd anomaly existing in respect 
to the general management of pilrjtagn 
matters in British Columbia aa at present 
arranced. 

Foriiii^rly tho pilotage commissioners 
for JJritiflli Columbia, at Victoria, con -■ 
trolled pilots and pilotage for the entire 
province, but a few years since, partly 
owing to sectional j'.alousies and partly 
for personal reaBoi;8, a very uiidiBirable 
change was brought about, and threa'dia-j 
tinct pilotage HUtlioritiea were established; 
viz., at Vicioria, Burrard Inlet and Na-i 
naiino. E.xporieiico has aiaco demon- 
strated over and over again tho iip.practi- 
onbility of such a scheme being worked 
satitiuctorily either in the interests of 
shipping or the pilots themselves; and it 
will be scarcely credited, although a fact, 
that a Burrard Inlet piloc can at the same 
time be also a A'ictoria pilot, and indeed 
nearly all the Victoria pilots (I believe 
with only one exception) hold licenses 
from the Burrard' lulet pilotage ~aii- 
thority. 

Let ua see the wording results of this 

arriuij>eiiient: A Victoria pilot is sua- 
pendt'd for negligence or incompetence. 
Bay for si.x; numlhs; he can, n\eantime, 
confitio his atteiitiona to Burrard Inlet 
shipping, although his Victoria license is 
suspended fur obvious reasons. Tho same 
absurdity applies to a pilot suspended at 
Burrard Inlet for running a vesaol ashore 
or for some other breach of duty; he is 
at liberty meantime to pursue his vooa- 
tiou ia the Victoria and £sg;inTnaU dis- 
trict. ..: 

At the risk of being ca^led.a seotionalist 
one is almost afraid to suggest that in 
order to bring nb(]ut a very desirable 
change, and thus avoid further conflicts 
of authority, Victoria, from its peculiar 
pusition, ia the most Buitahlo place from 
which to contrul pilotage matters for the 
province. It is a fact, however, that every 
vessel bound inwards nr outwards certain- 
ly ^Jci.ssM Rr.yal Reach, while, in nearly 
every instance, siiiling vessola bound to 
Nanainio or Burrard Inlet drop anchor 
t'lere, Surely, thon, tliis matter, which 
li one nf such vital impDrtaiiio to the pro- 
vince, should be treated as such and dealt 
with upon its tneril.i apart from any potty 
sectional feeling which, unfurtunatiBiy,.'to.o 
ofti a crops up; and if the representatives 
of British C(jluinbia in tho Duminion 
hmise of cnnHnou.i camiot unite in bring- 
ing about a thorough reform in this con- 
nection then, I auljuiit, that the Dominion 
government should cause an investigation 
tn be made ^ by one of its own trusted 
oflicers, and I am ounfident that the re- 
sult will be the meant - of . reestablishing 
pilotage matters on such a basis as would 
be more in confoiniily with the require^ 
ments of tlio province. 

The Briliflh Columbia board ot trade 
raittlit ii.se its influence in this connection 
and the press also might very safely advo- 
cate the urgency of what is certainly, u' 
most impnrtani public matter. . ■ "

Tlio nnialliiesa of 
tho votes cast when pv<jpo3it ions in tho 
past liitvQ been submitted to the ratepayers 
for their opinion has made auch'proeeed- 
ing.s little more than ii farce. If more in- 
terest in these and other public matters 
bo not in the future manifested, it will at 
sumo day mean a heavy blow and groat 
diacouragoment inflicted, 

There soums to bo wautiujf some organ- 
ization by which the ratepayers at given 
periods could meet in consultation and 
give their viewB upon matters ponding and 
not as nt present leave it entirely to 
chaiico and the now.ipapera. The city 
couiif'.il has assumed siilliciont importance 
for there beins; an alderman selected froii^ 
tho councillors of each vyard to w^om ip-r 
peal could be niado to pnnyene in thejr 
respective wards public meetings dis-. 
CUBS nqi^nicipal intttera. 

^'hore is another requirement, too, that 
will soon force itself upon tho attention of 
the citizons, vi?; More adequate arrange- 
moiita fur the administration of justice. 
Tho proBcnt arrangement of having two 
ansizea might have sufticed for the past, but 
tho Bsperience of the hoavy cliiima of tho 
last assiae will show that mora frequent 
giol dolivarii!a are imperative. Then 
again, the cmuity ouurt with its monthly 
meeting and increase of business'requires, 
as^iivm^na^ufi relief, .theJptaU jof 
aiidther court for the ajudic'atifJn'of "amall 
auma tu bo held in aonie more central part 
of the city, say at the police gonrt and not 
leas frequent than once a fortniuht. 

Ttio present increase of county court 
busineas witli itH chiims upon the supremo 
court judges, wIjcso time is so. fully occu- 
pied with more iniportatit'^fiafigrs^renders 
such a charge iiidiapeiisable. Mors anon 
tor the present.

A RAILWAY ORGAN TURNS. 

Hon. Peter Mitchell has at last broken 
wi«h the Canadian Pacific Railway oompa- 
.'• nyj and bis papertritho Montreal Herald — 
in a recent' article, takes very atron}{ 
grounds against the great corporation. 
This is sinijular and startling, inasmuch as 
the Herald since it has passed into the 
Hon, Peter's hands been regarded a& 
the especial organ of the railway syndi- 
Q»te, and Peter himself as one of their 
' moBt devoted frienda. The article com- 

■ menceB by saying: "It is now more than 
a year since the Ontario and Queboo rail- 
way was completed and the Canadian Pa- 
cific commenced ita operations, We have 
evee sinre watched and waited patiently 

' for some of the benefits to the trade of 
^ thia country that were expected from the 
opening of this uev line in ..bompetition 
with the Grand Trunk, but we mve re- 
luctantly been forced to the conclusion 
cither that the Cansidian Pacific is as 
greedy aa its rival or that some kind of a 

. combination exists for keeping up ratua. 

: The rates in Ontario and Quebec are not 
a whit lower than they were before the 
alleged oompetinp; line was opened, jind 
it is certain that the Canadian Pacific has 
not, in the most impurtant particular, 
fulfilled the reasoiiiiblo o.xpectiitiuna of 
the country. It has been frequently hint- 
ed of late that a working or pool- 
ing arrangement between the two 
lines was on foot, if not already 
oonaummatod. Indeed, it is diflicult tu 
believe that a pool or something equ va 
lent to it has not existed fo^ a lung lime 
back. Early recoEjiiizing tiia danger of a 
combination of these two colossal corpora- 
tions, parliament two years ago passed an 
act, moat comprehensive and sweeping in 
ita terms, forbidding anything in the 
nature of acombination or pool. Whether 
by secret arrangement the law has been 
ignored, or whether its provisions have 
been adroitly evaded, it is tho duty of 
parliament, to ask without delay, Bi|t 
even should parliament fail in its duty let 
tho managers of the two railways remem- 
ber that the eye of the Herald is upon 
them, and, notwithstanding our friend- 
ship for the Canadian Pacific company, we 
propose as far as wo are able to have the 
reasonable expectations of tho country 
realized. " The article goes on by sarcasti- 
cally burlesquing the advertisements of 
the Canadian PaciGo about its comfort and 
cleanliness, civility and attention, and 
Parisian politeness, which are read on 
the walla there. In conclusion, it is openly 
hinted that the Herald hereafter 
will advocate the public interests, 
and will try to know what return will be 
given for the many millions of public 
money invested in the Canadian Pacific. 
There are strange rumors current as to 
the origin of the sudden flight of the for' 
mer organ of the company,but a few think 
it is owing to the proprietor being left out 
in the cold by the late changes in the 
cabinet. His organ has repeatedly denied 
that he is an office seeker, but facts are 
stubborn things. Tho general manager 
and Mr. R. B. Angus, -a director, who is 
the finance minister of tho company, the 
latter having just arrived from England,

Many who have* watched . carefully the 
vagaries and tnconsisteiioies of the Her* 
aid on other subjects lately, and who are 
disgusted at its course, expressed no sur- 
prise at its newest phase of turning 
another somersault, and merely ask, 
"Whatnextj 

ja THE SOOTT AOT GONSTITU- 
TIONAL? 

Considerable interest is evinced since 
the fate of the Dominion liquor license 
act was ascertained in a controversy that 
has arisen as to the constitutionality of 
the Scstt act. It is contended by the op- 
ponents of the late liquor act that the de- 
cision whioh set aside that aot as uncons ti- 
tuiionalalao in efiootdeolared the Scott act 
to be ultra virea by the Dominion parlia- 
ment. The author of the Scott act, Hon. 
- B. W. Soott, having been interviewed de- 
nied that the act in question was in any 
way affected by the recent decision of tho 
privy council on tho liquor license act. 
He said that in drafting the act of 1878 

■ the poyirera conferred, under the 02nd 
aeotion of the British-North America act, 
upon the provincial legislatures were kept 
prominently in view, aa will be seen by 
reference to subsection 4 of section 90 of 
tho temperance act, wherein provision is 
made that the druggists and other ven- 
dors who were to be permitted to sell 
liquors for medical and other purposes 
are- to be specially licensed by tho liuut.- 
governors of the various provinces. By 
section 24 of the liquor license act uf 
1884 the issuing of theao licenses was at- 
tempted to bo withdrawn from the pro- 
vincial authorities, and was vested in tho 
board of license oommissionera. Under 
the recent decisions these vendors, who 
are now selling in what are usually called 
Soott act counties under licensed granted 
by the board, are selling illcgaliy, and 
they subject themselves to all penalties 

. contained in the act of 1878. Mr. Jus- 
-|tioe Henry, of the supreme court, how- 
ever,'doeB not subscribe to this view of 
the ciue, and- oonteiidB- that the British 
North America act liovsr intended that 
parliament should have the power it has 
exercised in the passage of the Scott act. 
He maintains that tho recent decision in 
the liquor act, which has justified his con- 
tentions regarding the powers of tho 
proviuoial authorities, is such as to make 
it clear that the Scott aot is ultra vire.i. 
He thinks that if the licensed vioti.udlers 
carry out their threat of testing tho con- 
atitationality of the Soott act they will 
destroy it. Steps are being taken in On- 
tario to attack the Scott act, , and this 
province will bo invited to join in the on- 
slaught; but as the act dues not extend to 
British Columbia the government hero 
has no interest in the matter and will not 
be apt to mix in tho squabble. 

JBLiaSFUL KNo'iVNOTHINGlSM. 

The ignorance of our evening contem- 
porary is appalling; and a deplorable fea- 
ture of his case is that he imagines his 
readers are as ignorant as himself. Ho 
persists in placing before them a mess of 
nonsense that must make their gorges 
rise. His contention that the English Bay 
lands which the 'government are about tu 
offer at auction are a naval reserve hav- 
ing been entirely refuted, ho next takes 



the ground that tho lands being unsur- 
veyed can only bo sold in blocks of IGO 
ucres. Hero, asjain, ho is wiong. Th« 
land is surveyed, and the government are 
authorized hij law to otfor it in such quan- 
tities as they may deem fit. In every 
step they have taken th* government 
have acted in uccurdanco with the stat- 
utes; and it is clearly not their fault 
if our montjdly; ^;obfaBcated i'J COU-- 
temporary cannot read and construe 
the law correctly. Our contempor.iry's 
assertion thut we have acousod him of 
trying to bull Coal Harbor and English 
Bay lands is devoid of truth. We cliargod 
that ho is trying to bear English Bay 
lands which belong tp the country, while 
he tries to bull the Coal Harborjproperty 
of a private syndicate. There is con- 
siderable difreronot) 'between Coal Harbor 
and English Hay — ubiiut three miles and 
u half ; and that is about tho a[)!u;o bo- 
twoen our contemporary's asaortioiiH and 
common sense. Tho government in olfer- 
ing the English Bay lands are aotitig in 
good faith, and purchasers will receive a 
good title to their lots. 

A SUN THAT DOES NOT SHINB} 

The Now York Sun, in its reviow of tlu> 
trade prospects of the United States, takes 
a deapindont view of the outlook. It 
thinks recent signs fif business improve- 
ment do not go for much, and gives a list 
of fifteen staple articles which, it says, 
show the.trend of:quoiations, so far as re- 
ductions in prices are . concerned. The 
despondency ,of :the Sun,iwhich has here- 
tofore trained with the optimists, is n 
striking commentary on tho condition of 
afTaira in the east. Money, to bu sure, is 
plentiful and cheap, but security must bo 
first clasa and conlidonco fully ri'-ostab- 
liahod before it can bo obtained in aulli- 
ciently large sums to impart a cheerful 
aspect to trade and manufactures. With 
dull times come low prices, and when 
products have roachod a selling pnint at 
which tiiey do not pay then pr..'iuction 
must cuaao entirely ur bo greatly curtailed. 
The Snn concludes: Our minds must be 
made up to accept an era of lower average 
prices than wo have heretofore enjoyed. 
Lower average interest rates have already 
assorted themselves. In the struggle to 
meet those new coiulitiniis it is not likely 
that tho woU-roundeJ awoll of marked 
buainesa activity will find place. ' 

YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

ENCJL.VND. 
LoNUO.v, .Ian. ;! — Lord Iliuidolph 
Churchill has submitted to the Ciibinut a 
proposition for a reform of Ike r.dininis-- 
tration of the government in Irnlaiul 
The scheme is supported by the Earl of 
Carnarvon, lord lieutenant of Ireland, 
and by Baron Ashbourne, the lord chan- 
cellor. The project involve.^ tho aboli- 
tion of vicoroynlly and the ca.sllo execu- 
tive at Dublin, and tho placing of Ireland 
on the same footing aa Scotland, Iiaving a 
fonrotory in the csbiuot. If the cabinet 
adopts the meaauro it will be presented to 
parliament, together with a scheme for 
local government, whioh has already been 
decided upon . 

IRELAND. 

CoKK, Jan. 3 — The funeral of Buckley, 
a noted fenian, took place to day, and 
was made the occasion of a great politi- 
cal dernonatration, in which niiniorous 
trade societies and other organizations 
took part. Several of the newly elected 
members of parliament were present. The 
various associations were headed by bands 
of music, and banners bearing political 
mottoes wore carried. 

DuiiUN, J,in. 2 — Phillip Oallan, de- 
feated by. Mr. Parnell's candidate in tlie 
recent election in tiio county of Louth, 
has lodged a petition protesting ngainst 
seating his opponent, alleging that he was 
elected by coercion and corruption. 

EffYPT. 

LoNiio.'^', .Tan. 4. — Advices from Cairo 
say that the Arabs lost six hundred men 
in the battle with tho British forces, 
which was fought near Koaheh recently. 
The Arabs ore reported to be Hying in tho 
direction of Dongola. 

Lo.NDO.v, Jan. 3. — A report is current 
here to-day that a number of Mahdist 
fanatics penetrated the British lines at 
Suakim and attacked the soldiers in the 
streets of tho town. It is stated that 
furious fighfing ensued, in which a num- 
ber of English were killed and wounded. 
The government it is said has suppressed 
a report of tho atF.i.ir, and tho British loss 
therefore cannot be ascertained. 

GERMANY. - 
Beklin, Jan. 3 — Tiin twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the accession nf tho Emperor 
William to the throne of Fruspia was ob- 
served quietly to-day. The Eaperor held 
a reception which was attended by nil tho 
foreign arabassadorB and diplomats in the 
city. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Jan 3— Before ilie departure of 
tho Newark children for Havre, whence 
they sailed on the steamer Canada yester- 
day for New York, they were carefully 
examined by M. Pasteur. The viliiliiycrf 
tho oldest two and youngest appi'ared to 
bo somewhat low but tho third was in ex- 
cellent spirits. 

EASTERN STATES, 
ClNCI.N'.NATi, Jan. A daring and 
unique robbery took place on tho Harri- 
son Pike just outside of the city limits at 
an early hour on Sunday. The bnrg'ara 
were masked and conducted themaolvoa in 
regular dime novel atylo. Theodur(i Wolf 
lives in a small house a little apart from 
his neighbors. His wife, who was alone 
in tho house, was abed and asleep. Slio 
was awakened by a knocking at tho front 
door, accompanied by the summons,' 
"Open this door or we will break it down, 
we're robbers," and then while tho wo- 
man was almost fainting with fright the 
threat was executed and the murder - 
era stood before her. '"Where is yi.ur 
money and your silverware," demiinded 
one of the ruflians. Tho woman detected 
the voice of the boy attempting to speak 
like a man. She rofuaod to give up any 
valuables and one of the rudiana threw 
her upon the floor and clicked hor w'iilo 
the other went through tho house acatter- 
ing things to tho riyht and left and ahuul- 
doring and pocketing whatever struck his 
or their fancy. When the house hail been 
thoroughly rifled, the two youthful rob- 
bers made good their escape.

CABLE^ NEWS. 

INDIA. 

Calouita. Jan. 4. —The Indian govern- 
ment has introduced a bill in the legis- 
lative council imposing a tax of two per 
cent, on incomes uf professional men and 
of olhcials, classes of men who have hith- 
erto been exempt from taxation. The 
taxes ' 'are imposed V in ' order tn cxvur a 
deficit in the official budget of £200,000 
arising from expenditure caused by mili- 
tary preparations when it was thought 
there would be war with Russia. The de- 
preciation in the price of silver and ex- 
penses incurred in buililing tho Bolan 
passenger railway and by tho Burmese ex- 
pedition. ^ 

OKl^ECE. 
LoNDo.v, Jan. 4. — Tlie Greek govern- 
ment has sent u vigorous nuto to the pow- 
ers protesting against ,the union of Bul- 
garia and Eastern Roumelin. The note 
says Greece feels keenly tho loss of a 
thousand Greek inhabitants involved by 
tho union and demanda a restoration of 
tho boundary fixed by the Berlin congress, 
adding that Greece continues her military 
and naval preparations in order to be 
ready to assert her rights if it should be- 
come necessary for her to clo so. 

FLIANGE. 
Paiiis, Jan. 4. — Da Froycinet's pro- 
gramme includes u reform of the budget, 
reform of tho administration and organiza- 
tion of a system of government in Annam, 
and Tont|uin, reducing tho protectorato to 
the smallest possible limit. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Jan. 4— The local government 
measure to be laid before parliament by 
government as drafted gives to Ireland a 

franchise for electing county boards' and 
for electing a central council. Tho propo- 
aition that the crown should nominB.to a 
part of the council was abandoned. The 
measure provides that the county boards 
shall have control of the traffic in liquor 
and the central' council shall have a voice 
in appointing the magistracy. 

Tho Balkan conference at Gunatanti- 
nople haa been abandoned, Russia refusing 
to guarantee the independence of the 
union of Bulgaria and ISastorn Aoumelia.,

OALIFOROTA. 

San FitANoi.sco, Jan. 4. — Tho probate 
of tho will of the late Seriator Sharon 
came up before Judge Ouffoy to-day. 
Judge Tyler was present, and when the 
case was called uroso and said: "On be- 
half of a divorced wife of Win. Sharon, 
deceased, I desire to file a protest to pro- 
bate his will." Mr. Tyler tlien ?ead the 
protest, in which ho set forth that Sarah 
Althca Sharon, who was interested in tho 
estate of Sharon, contested tho will of 
the deceased on the ground that Sharon, 
prior to his decease, revoked his will by 
executing a trust deed whereby he dia- 
poaed of all his property, real, porponal 
and mixed, wholly incon8i»teiit with the 
will now oll'orod'as liia last testament. It 
is said the nttornoya for Sarah Althea 
Hill do not desire tp sot aside the will, 
but have taken this manner to bring the 
matter into court in order that they may 
stand a chance to invalidate the deed of 
trust which disposes of about $12,000,- 
000. 

George W. Tyler, the leading counsel 
for Sarah Althea in her f.^nioiis case for 
divorce against the late Senator Sharon, 
was indicted to-day by the county grand 
jt^ry for felony.

BEQiKA va. srUOULE. 
Mr. T. Davie, in rising to argue tho 
points reserved in the case of Sproule, 
found guilty of the murder of Thomas 
Bacninilli?Baid=he ^proposed pressing on 
the court very strongly two points: First, 
the rejection of certain evidence, and sec- 
ondly aa to the right of the prisoner to 
poll the jury. He would not press the 
objection taken on the trial, that the de- 
positions taken at the inveatigation should 
go to the jury. As to the first point, Mr. 
Davie contended that the evidence which 
It was proposed to be adduced in reference 
to tho existence of a trail on the aide of 
the lake on which the prisoner in his 
flight landed, should have been received. 
Evidence which might have thrown light 
on the subject was rejected, which was 
against the law laid down by Wills ou Cir- 
cumstantial Evidence, and Taylor on Evi- 
dence. The question for the jury to have 
decided was not whether there was a trail, I 
but as to what was upon tho prisoner's 
mind which led him to go to the shore. 
Tho point was: Did he think thero^waa n 
trail? Aa to the second point, that of poll- 
ing the jury, Mr. Davie laid that he had 
experienced much diffloulty;. in poUeotiQg 
authorities upon the subject, and those 
ho had collected satisfied him that there 
waa information upon this subject which 
was not procurable in this Province. 
While in some American states tho prac- 
tice waa afhrmed to be a right of the 
prisoner, and in others it was stated to be 
dijiofettouary. with the oourt and not a 
matter of right with the prisoner, all the 
authorities in tho United States seem 
agreed that in Eiigland, whatever may be 
the rule in different statea, the prisoner 
haa the abaoluto right to poll the jury. 
In the atato of Maaaaohusetts, whero the 
right was denied, thesupreme oourt of Mas- 
aachuaetta, a very atrong oourt constituted 
of aeven judgea, the Hon. Horace Gray 
presiding, had in 1878, in the case of the 
Commonwealth va Tobin, declared that 
tho law of that slate diUored from the lawof 
England, which gave the prisoner tho right 
to poll the jury. Bialiop, in hia work on 
oriminal procedure, page 1003, stated that^ 
this waa the right of the prtsouer, and 
Protliit on jury trial said the same. In 
tho case uf the atato of North Carolina 
against Young, 77 N.C. reports, the same 
doctrine was atiirmed, and it had been 
decided there and in 'many other oaaea, 
that the right waa an absolute one, the re- 
fusal of which was error. Mr. Justice 
Tusohoreau's treatise upon tho criminal 
law of Canada, page 251, vol. 2, quoted 
Biahop's work, and says that the jury may 
be polled at the option of either p.irty or 
at the instance of the court of its own 
mere motiun. AH these authorities e.\ 
press to be based upon tho English ooni- 
mon law, and Hale'a ploas of the crown 
vol. 2, page 29D| which says that if the 
jury announce that they aro agreed they 
may bo examined by the poll and if, in 
fact, they are not agreed they shall bo 
lined. The argument for the prosecntiun 
would be that this pointed to a mere point 
of practice which was permissive and dis- 
cretionary with the court, but counsel ar- 
gued the court would avoid such a con- 
atruction aa it would be a matter of 
difficulty to aacortain when the discretion 
ahould be exercised and when it ahould 
nut; and judges would alwaya avoid the 
law of discretion. The discretionary 
words had been held imporativu when 
they referred to a legal right, citing Mao- 
Dougall vs. Patterson, 11, C.B. , and 
Julius vs. Bishop of 0.\ford, L. H., 5 App. 
cases, and this waa evidently the view 
taken by the American judges and 
authors. The curious phase of tho ques- 
tion is that while there ia auch a quantity 
of authority upon tho point among Ameri- 
can authors and judges, none is to bo 
found in England since the du,ya uf Lord 
Hale, although the American authorities 
purport all to be based upon Lord Hals 
and not to have originated in America, 
and Taichereau follows and citea the 
American law. It was thia fact which led 
him (counaei) to think that the question 
mu.1t be ao well recognised one way or the 
other in England and Eaatorn Canada, that 
it was deemed to be superfluous to refer 
to it in text books. At all events an au- 
thoritative decision on the point giving 
reasons should be given, and no 
fitter opportunity tf^an the present, whero 
the lives of two men were canoernpd, and j 
the point waa distinctly raised, could very 
well occur If thia court considered that 
all light which could bo thrown upon the ' 
subject had been exhausted, and gave a 
unanimous decision against the right, 
there tho matter must end, as an appeal 
cannot be taken to the supreme court of 
Canada, in a oriminal case, whero the 
court is unanimous, but under section 40 
supreme court act and Regina vs. Amor 
2, S. C. R., if one judge dia- 
aented or withdrew his opinion, the point 
might be taken to the supreme court of 
Canada, where all possible authoritioa 
would bo at hand, both English and 
American. Mr. Davie stated that he had 
been informed both by'Mr. BtGhards and 
Mr. McOoll, both of whom had seen con- 
siderable practice in oriminai cases, that 
they had frequently seen juries piiUnd 
upon tho application uf prisoners, and hud 
never aeon the application refused. Coun- 
aei thought that the necessity for polling 
the jury in this case was shown by their 
unexplained recommeridation to raeroy, 
which possibly resulted from their hav'iiig 
some doubt of the prisoner's guilt. Such 
instance^ had opcqrred beforg, 

The attoriiey-gen^rali i'l replying to 
counaelV argument, quoted American De- 
cisions, 1832, page 627, which state that 
polling of a jury is not compulsory, but 
merely adopted to satisfy the court when 
in doubt aa to whether the jury wore 
agreed upon their verdict. Also quoted 
from 7 Ilichardaon'a Law Reports (S. 
Carolina), a case on which an applicatioq 
of prisoner t(>.b»ve„tlto ^ury nollpd, wa^ 
refused. Also to^^'fJrpenleafs Reports, 
page 33^1 (Fellows ease), whero an o.xcop- 
tiori to !i refusal to poll a jury was made, 
which exception was overruled. With re- 
gard to the admissibility of a general re- 
port of the exiatenae of a trail on tho 
v^est side of the lai^e being admitted in 
BvidenfBi.tho witnesg td whotp the quos: 
tion had been proposed to he put, waa 
from non-residence in the neighijorhood 
unable to apeak aa to such report; and, 
moreover, auch matter of hearsay must 
more eapeoially be rejected when contra- 
dicting the teatimony of witnosaes made 
on oath, and whoso voracity was not 
called in question. If it had been shown 
that any communication had been made 
to the prisoner loading him to believe 
that such a trail existed there mi;jbt have 
properly arisen the question of the ad- 
missibility of the matter of general re- 
port; but this had not been shown; and 
only when it was established that n 
prisoner or defendant had acted in good 
faith upon a matter of hearsay, was the 
evidence aa to the exiatenoe.of general 
hearsay or matter of reputeyadmlasible aa 
proper and original evidenoe.]ifj^ ; . 

This closed argument in;.the|iQU^^^ 
the court announcing it wgiild reBeryeUta 
decision adjourned until to-day (Tues- 
day), at 12 m.

Mr. Mills, representing the crown, 
moved for sentence upon F. M. Yorke, 
convicted of common assault. 

The defendant's counsel, Mr. T. Davie, 
addressing Mr., Justice Gray, said that at 
one time he had felt inclined to file an 
affidavit of the prisoner as to what had 
really happened at the time of the occur- 
rence, but had afterwards thought that the 
matter from its nature had better not be 
further proceeded with and should not 
press hia point reaurved as to tho right of 
the defendant to have testified in his own 
behalh .' fHe would call the oburt'aatten-' 
tion to the fact that had ttie prosecution 
been originally launched as it should have 
been— as a common assault — it would 
never havu boon bmught before that couit 
at all. The defendant waa at present en- 
gaged in the loading of a ahip, and any 
])eriod of imprisonment, however short, 
wptild,by depriving him of his occupation, 
act aa a heiiv'ier punishment than perhaps 
the court miyht intend. Ho would ask 
that a tine bo inflicted. 

Mr. Justicu Gray said that the prisoner 
had bee', indicted and tried for a very 
serious crime --one next to murder — that 
of au attempt to commit rape. The jury 
had .come tn the dpeiaion that auch had 
not been his intention and in-this opinion 
Ilia lordship shared. It was perfectly evi- 
dent, however, that whether the defen- 
dant waa mis-led or not it had been hia 
intention to have had connection, if such 
criulil ho obtained without resort to force. 
Though there was,no rnaaon for imputitig 
anything imprdper to Mrs. Pettingill it 
was quite possible defendant may have 
thought there was suHicient likelihood of 
obtaining hia dnsire. He(the judge) know 
that all youni; men were not aaint8,but he 
knew alau lhat y"ung men muat loam to 
restrain their pajsions and not act incau- 
tiously or injudiciously upon what they 
deemed to be an illicit invitatinn-^to niia- 
take, for such, actionb or words utterly in- 
nocent nf «uch intention. He waa glad the 
matter had onded aa it had, and thought 
t!»o public aervico would be sufficiently 
aerved by the infliction upon defendant of 
a fine »f §100. 

The money was immediately^paid into
